The  will  of  Archibald  Thompson,  deceased,  appropriates  $202  16, 
the  proceeds  of  certain  ground  rents  devised  by  him,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  small  loaves  of  bread  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the 
city,  in  the  latter  part  of  December  and  February,  annually ; this 
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ibread  was  baked  at  the  Almshouse,  and  distributed  by  the  Guar- 
dians of  the  City  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  will. 

The  will  of  James  Dutton,  deceased,  appropriates  the  nett  in- 
come of  certain  property  devised  by  him  for  the  purchase  of  “food, 
clothing,  and  fuel,’1  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  township 
of  the  Northern  Liberties,  on  the  first  day  of  January  annually. 
This  distribution  was  made  by  the  Guardians  elected  by  the  Nor- 
thern Liberties  and  Kensington,  on  the  day  named.
